Alurninl i n nncl Water. 


The fact is d nonstrated that alu« 


minium is as e^ceuent a purifier of wa- 
ter as there is. The salts of this metal 
arc insoluble in water, and consequently 
it is plain that when these salts are 
formed the water can be strained and 
the impurities removed therefrom Per- 
haps the most practicable method of puri- 
fying water by this means is the trough 
method, as it is called, the trough be- 
ing composed of plates of aluminium 
and zino or iron, six or eight inches 
apart 
One end of the tank affords an 


entrance for the volume of water which 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under the plate next to it, thii 
being accomplished by the fact that tho 
elevation of the several plates is differ- 
ent 
In connection with this tank or 


trough there is an electrical generator 
of moderate size, and, though alumini- 
um will not form the negative pole d 
a current, the other plates used will.

OREGON SCOUT LINE TO NEVADA. 


Project of;BnlldlnB » Branch Through 


^JBlko County. 


The project of building a branch of 


'lie Oregon Short. Line railway through 
Elko county to Mountain City is'orys- 
talizing into a fact: 


Mountain City is located on the bank 


of the Owyhee river at tbe mouth of 
Harris creek and is in the heart of a 
rast mineral-bearing .area, containing 
many gold-producing properities. 


It is 53 miles south of Tus'carora, and 


the proposed branch railroad will pass 
through Bull Ran, Cornucopia, Bald 
uquntaiu, Columbia, Van Duzer, and

An Able Article on the Subject by Col- 


onel H. B. Maxson of Beno. 
[Prom the Bural Call! ornian.] 


Editor Rural Californian .—Replying 


to your letter, asking for an article on 
the subject of "Irrigation in Nevada," 
I would say that I only wish I was able 
to give this subject a fair discussion, 
for with the wonderful possibilities of 
Nevada, with its climate and soil, under 
the proper showing and with careful 
study, placing only the facts before 
tbe public, its resources would be as-' 
tonishing if the proper fostering of the 
waterg which are available could be ac- 
complished. 
From careful measure- 


ments which have been made of the 
waters flowing from our mountain 
ranges, it has been demonstrated that 
four-fifths of it flows into our deserts 
and is either aosorbed or evaporated. 
With seventy-three million acreti of 
Und in the State, we have a population 
of forty-five thousand people, and a 
water area of less than two million 
-tores, where if this area alone was fos- 
tered, over four million acres addi- 
tional might be cultivated by irriga- 
tion, and our population increased to 
Hundreds of 
thousands ot people. 


With the proper surveys to demon- 
strate the engineering proolems fol- 
lowed up by the construction of reser- 
voirs to save a part of the waters that 
are now lost, several millions of acres 
moie cuuld be reclaimed and homes 
provided for thousands of the popula- 
tion of the already over-crowded great 
East. According to the report of the 
State Land Register, thert are over 
twenty million acres of agricultural 
land in Nevada, which in itself would 
us an empire, and far in excess of the 
'Xtent of many of the eastern Staten. 


The Humboldt river alone, rum* 


aear the eastern boundary, flows west- 
ward three tmudred aud fl£th milei-, 
UK! tlien spreads out in a lake ten 
,nues wide and twelve miles lona aud 
a evapoiated by the winds uud a dry 
.tmosphere, wheieas with tbe proper 
-torage of these waters nloug us tribu- 
taries, to be used during the irrigation 
se-i-on, probably one million acres ot 
.iuod laud couid be cultivated from it, 
tnd perhaps more. Eaferriug to tuu 
•areama tbat ilow fiom tne preciplta- 
lou aud snows of tbe eastern slope c-i

prmg torrents, aud they become dry 
or many miles from their mouth dur- 
.ug tbe summei and early fall, where it 
proper care was taken of f be surplus 
A'ator in the spring, farmars would be 
supplied with water during the entue 
season. 


On tbe western slope of the Sierra, 


just opposite from tbe source of the 
i'ruckee, Carson and Walker rivers ol 
this State, you find tbe source of the 
vaters tbat irrigate and reclaim Kings 
River Valley and a portion of the San 
Jonqum Valleys, where the reclama- 
tion of the former wild lands there, 
uow give wonderful object lessons ot 
now the deserts can be made to blos- 
som like the rose by the proper foster- 
ing of the waters, and the lands made 
valuable which were formerly worth- 
less. 
Tbe cultivation of 
the soil 


already accomplished in Nevada by the 
sturdy industry of the farmers, who 
nave turned their hand in thnt diruc- 
non, has fully demonstrated the fer- 
tility of the soil, aad along the bot- 
toms where tne water has been utilized 
tbey cut three crops of alfalfa hay, pro- 
luumg over four tons from each acre, 
which finds ready sale at a fair figure 
10 the cattlemen who bring tbeir herds 
IP the valleys to feed and fatten before 
sending tbem to the marKet. Extra- 
ordinary growth of vegetables of all 
kinds are obtained, while good crops of 
wheat and gram are grown, and sev- 
eral flour mills are in active operation

on the Truokee, using Nevada wheat 
for their flour. 


We have waited long fnr Govern- 


ment aid, but our hopes have ended in 
despair, and already several private 
enterprises have materialized with 
good results; prominent among which 
is tbe Alpine Land and Reservoir Co., 
composed of the Governor and other 
prominent citizens. Their object is to 
store water near the head of the Oar- 
son river, in the Sierra foothills on the 
California side, which water flows into 
the State of Nevada, and will be used 
for the reclamHtion of about 20,OUO 
acres of land in Douglas county, Ne- 
vada. The land is fertile and tbe water 
will make it productive and valuable. 
Several reservoirs have already been 
constructed at an expense of about 
$25,000, with which nearly 10,000 acres 
can be reclaimed. 


Leaving now the northern half of the 


State which I have been considering, 
and turning your attention to the 
so'ithern half, you will find in the 
Vegas Valley fine orchards and vine 
varda aud nearly all kinds of tropical 
fruits raised, in addition to the farming 
and grazing industries; but unfortu- 
nately have no means of getting their 
products out to market, as the only 
means of transportation is. by private 
conveyance to the Colorado river; but 
with the advent of another railroad in 
that portion of the State, the settler 
there could vie with Southern Califor 
nui in raising tiopical fruits, as thej 
are never troubled with frost, so the; 
would have plenty of produce for sal 
and not put any climate on tbe market 
Little is known in the outside world o 
tbe possibilities of Nevada. It is onl 
spoken of as a great mineral State o 
tbe ptst, having produced nearly eigh 
hundred millions of dollars from it 
mines, and under the present flnancia 
condition of affairs it is only spoken o 
as Laving outlived its usefulness; bn 
such is not the case, and if emisratio 
turns this way, opportunitipa un
